yoar dead aadersronnd, where they 
provide a banquet for worma. We 
put ours above around, where their 
flesh Is eaton by vulture*.

timate result la the same. The bones 
are left- But there la a great differ- 
ence In what takes place before the 
skeleton stage Is reached, and that 
method. Before consigning the bod- 
ies of your dead to tbe earth you In- 
close them In coffins. You dare not 
allow your Imaginations to picture 
the 
horrible changes that there 


takes place before Nature recovers 
what she gave. We do not seek to 
retard the process. The vultures do 
their work expedltiously. 
There in 


no putrefaction. 
Christian 
burial 


grounds, so I have read, are often 
sources of disease; Parses dokhmas. 
or 'towers of silence' as you poeti- 
cally call them, are never such. 
From a sanitary point of view they 
are Incomparably superior to your 
cemeteries, and with us they are 
equally sacred." 


"But," 
It was 
suggested, "fire 


would do the work even better than 
Tultures." 


"Or worms," said 
the 
Parsee. 


"When you Christians take to cre- 
mation we Parseea may possibly fol- 
low your excellent example. There 
are far weightier reasons why cre- 
mation should take the place of bu- 
rial than can be urged in favor of 
Its substitution for our towers of 
alienee." 


The towers of silence crown the 


summit of Malabar Hill, near Bom- 
bay, and are situated in tbe midst 
of a beautiful garden whose tropical 
trees swarm with vultures. 
They 


are built of stone and are about 
twenty-five feet high. A small door 
Is provided for the entrance of the 
body. When a Parsee dies, after the 
performance of solemn and -impos- 
ing funeral rites, the body Is borno 
npon an iron bier to the towers, fol- 
lowed by a procession of relatives 
and friends of the dead, headed by 
a number of priests. Upon arrival at 
the garden the bier is laid down and 
prayers are said at the "sagrl" or 
house of prayer near the entrance 
to the garden. The attendants then 
carry the body to the towers of si- 
lence, lay It on Its stony bed and re- 
tire. Then tbe vultures gather .about 
and do their gruesome work unseen. 
Tbe bones are soon denuded of flesh 
and fall through an Iron grating Into 
a pit beneath, from which they arc 
afterward removed by a subterra- 
nean cavern. 


On the third day after the death 


friends and relatives again assom 
ble at tbe house where the dead man 
lived and thence proceed to the 
"temple of fire." Standing before 
the urns In which the "celestial 
flres" are kept burning, priests re- 
cite prayers for the soul of the dc~ 
parted- His son, or adopted son, 
kneels before the high priest and 
promises due performance of all re- 
ligious rites and obsequies to tho 
dead. 
Friends and relatives then 


hand the priest a list ot contrlb i- 
tion to various charities which have 
been subscribed as a memorial offer- 
Ing. This concludes the c<?remon\ of 
"rising from mourning" or the res- 
urrection of the dead." 
On each re- 


curring anniversary of the death of 
a Parsee 
memorial 
funeral rere- 


monles are performed. 
An Iron 


framework Is erected In tho house, 
hi which shrubs and flowers are c-ul- 
11 "tied, thus literally keeping the 
.nomory of the dead man green. Be- 
fore these Iron frames prayers arc 
Bait! twoor more times during twenty- 
four hours. 


The Parsecs are a small sect.

Canted OB In We* IB. 


This Trinidad lake of pitch and 


the Bermudas lake In Venezuela 
supply the bulk of the asphalt of 
commerce, aaya a writer In the Now 
York Sun. 


Brighton haa no claim to exist- 


ence aside from the bituminous 
pitch that nature here sends bub- 
bling up from the bowels of the 
earth. The lake la about a quarter 
of a mile from the steamship pier. 
Nearby are quarter* for two hun- 
dred native workmen, a 
refining 


plant, offices and quarters for the 
half dozen Americana representing 
tho company, and that la all. ex- 
cept for tbe fierce tropical sun eter- 
nally beating down, and the sharks 
that play, in tbe harbor. 


Bat aa a natural curiosity and as 


a commercial enterprise the lake Is 
of absorbing interest. Imagine a huge 
asphalt plata of more than a hun- 
dred acres, softened 
by the sun. 


overgrown in spots with weeds, cov- 
ered after a rain with pools of water. 
and you 
have the famous pitch 


lake—a big black semi-solid pond of 
asphalt, with a surface fairly firm 
and apparently placid, but In reality 
treacherous and eternally in mo- 
tion. 


Around the edges runs a tramway 


with an endless cable hauling the 
loaded cars to the refinery and 
bringing 
the 
empty ones 
back 


again. Along this line, where the 
pitch Is hardest, all the mining of 
the 
product 
Is 
done—the black 


workmen digging it out with pick 
and shovel. 


It Is necessary to shift the scene 


of operation only along the line, 
never toward the center, as in two 
days time the slowly moving viscous 
mass of pitch continually flowing 
from the center has refilled the ex- 
cavations and made them ready for 
the workmen again. 
Every day the 


rails of the little tramway are lifted 
and the slowly sinking ties moved a 
few Inches one way -or the other In 
order that the railway may not en- 
tirely disappear in the bottomless 
ooze. 


Bottomless it may well be called. 


for soundings have been made until 
with no bottom at 140 feet the pipes 
and sounding apparatus have been 
crushed and swallowed up. to" be 
disgorged months later. The mining 
of the product is lowering the level 
of the lake at the rate of about six 
inches a year. 


The center of this huge volcanic 


crater is the source of supply. Here 
we see the pitch, boiling up in al- 
most a purely liquid state, spread- 
lag out over the lake in dozens of 
streams, gradually hardening and 
imperceptibly flowing toward the 
boundaries In an attempt to find a 
level. 


It Is horrible to contemplate the 


thought of being caught by this aw- 
ful black quicksand and relentlessly 
entombed In its depths. 
Not long 


ago a negro cvorkman heroically of- 
fered himself for an experiment de- 
signed 
to ascertain 
how long it 


would take for a man to become en- 
engulfed in the pitch. For more than 
an hour he slowly sank until only 
the upper part of his body remained 
In sight and then his companions, in 
a burst of cruel humor, made as If to 
leave him to his fate. His vociferous 
appeals 
for 
mercy melted their 


hearts. Planks were thrown out over 
the pitch, as the;, arc used in rescu- 
ing 
a 
skater 
Vi-ho 
has 
broken 


through the ice, and after an hour's 
hard work the victim was once more 
free and happy. 


The lake is n. valuable source of 


revenue to the island government. 
An export duty if $1.25 a ton and a 
royalty of 40 cents a ton, by the 
terms of the concession, put nearly a 
quarter of a- million dollars a year 
Into the island treasury. The entire 
concession is about 2,000»acres, and 
asphalt Is found 
throughout the 


whole locality. The land is fertile 
and some of It Is now being used 
with success for the cultivation of 
fruit. 


The 
possibility—of— -exhaustion- 


seems 
remote —- the 
Venezuelan 


lake, although ten times the area, ts 
but thirty feet deep. Its surface Is 
submerged In water, rendering the 
extraction of the product more diffi- 
cult, and a forty mile haul to the 
seacoast adds much to its cost. 


For the preparation of paving and 


roofing materials the Trinidad va- 
riety has been found 
the better 


adapted, but the purer Venezuelan 
article Is used largely In the prepar- 
ation of varnish. 
Danger attends 


the shipping of the Bermudez pitch 
In bulk In the holds of the steamers, 
as the slightest list to one side «r 
tho other tends to cause a disas- 
trous flow of the pitch to that side. 


Phone Mouthpiece Abolished. 
Consul Mahin of Nottingham re- 


ports that the suggested transmis- 
sion of disease by telephone mouth- 
pieces has led the British General 
Electric Company to devise au In- 
strument 
in which 
nil danger Is 


avoided by simply abolishing the 
mouth piece,. 
Tho 
receiving 
and 


transmitting apparatus Is combined 
In a small metal case, shaped like a 
wntcb, which la held continuously to 
tho car both In speaking and listen- 
Ing, tho transmitting microphone be- 
ing made ao sensitive that It becomes 
unnecessary to concentrate tho sound 
waves on It by the aid of any mouth- 
piece such -as is ordinarily used. 
Mounted on a handle, with a speak- 
ing key, the now arrangement la ex- 
notly similar to tho combined re- 
reiver and transmitter, except that

speaker, ns It were, mldrossea hlm- 
se.if to the world at large, Instead of 
talking Inta a trumpet-shaped or 
uc«.

"The marriages 
of the 
Russia 


peasantry are arranged under the 
tafluence of economic rather than 
sentimental 
considerations," 
says 


Sir Donald Mackenzie Wallace. "In 
this, as in other respects, tbe Rus- 
sian peasantry are. as a elass. ex- 
tremely 
practical 
and 
matter-of- 


fact in their conceptions and habits, 
and are not Inclined to indulge in 
sublime, ethereal sentiments of any 
kind. Tbe wife is taken aa a help- 
mate, or In plain language a worker, 
rather than a companion, and the 
mother-in-law leaves her but very 
little time for Idle dreaming. 


"In the primitive system of agrl^ 


culture In Russia, the natural labor 
unit consists of a man. a woman and 
a horse. Therefore, when a boy be- 
comes an able-bodied laborer, he 
ought to be provided with the two 
accessories necessary to complete 
the labor unit. To procure the horse 
Is the duty of the head of the house, 
and It is the duty of the 'female big 
one" to secure the wife. 


"When a youth arrives at the 


age of IS he is Informed that he 
should marry at once and a wife is 
selected for him. The horses and 
brides are not selected because of 
their beauty, but for their physical 
strength and capacity for work. The 
bride takes nothing with her as a 
dowry except her trousseau, but she 
brings with her a pair of strong 
arms. 


"As a rule the peasants do not re- 


spect the priests. While they have a 
great reverence for the religious 
ceremonies, they do not respect tbe 
priests. This is due to the fact that 
many of the priests extort money 
from the peasants, refusing to per- 
form the rites, baptism or burial. 
One can hear them saying: Tho 
priest takes from the living and the 
dead.' 


"The 
peasant 
household Is a 


primitive 
labor 
association, 
of 


•which the members have all things 
In common. When a home Is bro- 
ken all the adult male 
members 


share equally. 


"The.MIr.or Village Community,Is 


very much as the peasant household 
—a labor association—on a larger 
scale. In both cases there is a com- 
mon responsibility—in one case for 
all the deb:.*, and in the other for all 
the taxes and communal obligations. 
There is a Village Elder, who Is the 
ruler, and all important communal 
affairs are regulated by the Village 
Assembly. The households compos- 
Ing a commune farm Independently 
pay Into the common treasury cer- 
tain fixed sums. 


"They cannot mow hay or plow 


the field until the Village Assembly 
has passed a resolution on the sub- 
ject. If a peasant becomes a drunk- 
ard, every family in the village has a 
right to complain. A peasant cannot 
permanently leave the village with- 
out the consent of the Commune, 
and this consent will not be given 
until the applicant gives satlsfactorj 
security for his actual and future 
liabilities, which includes taxes and 
dues for passport while he Is away. 
If a peasant \Usbes to go away to 
work he cannot do so until he has 
permission, which serves as a pass- 
port during his absence, and he may 
be recalled at any moment by com- 
munal decree. 


"Until in 1903 there was a com- 


mon responsibility for taxes, but this 
was 
abolished by the Emperor on 


the advice of M. Wltte. 
The allot- 


ment of land Is one of the most Im- 
portant events in the CoTymr.e, and 
often the allotment proves to be a 
burden, Instead of a blessing, be- 
cause It entails responsibilities and 
obligations. 


"Woman, as jwoman. does not rc- 


celvoTmuch consideration among the 
peasants, but a particular woman, 
such as the head of a household, is 
entitled to speak, and speak freely 
on all subjects directly affecting the 
household under her care. 


"The towns of Russia, as a rule, 


are insignificant. This Is to be at- 
tributed mainly to two causes—the 
abundance of land tended to prevent 
the development of Industry, and the 
peasants who learn trades are not 
permitted to settle in towns perma- 
nently. 


"Russian commercial morality Is 


carried on very much on the same 
principle as English horse trading. 
If a man wishes to buy or sell he 
must trust his own knowledge and 
acutenesa, and if he gets the worst 
of a bargain or lets himself be de- 
ceived he has no one but himself to 
blame. 


"The majority of the people of 


Russia belong to the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church. 
It has played an Im- 


portant part In tho^ national history 
In relation to tho Orthodox Church, 
as a whole, the Emperor of Russia Is 
nothing more than a member, and 
can no more Interfere with Its dog- 
mas or ceremonial than tho King of 
Italy could modify the Roman Cath- 
olic theology.

Mxth Actor to Receive Uw 


of Iterial There. 


The service In that storied place 


was ao glorious an honor for that 
king cf the stage—so complete and 
satisfactory an ending of a high- 
minded, unselfish career! Not oven 
at a coronation, with splendors of 
color, had the Abbey seesied so 
grand a 
temple as on that bright 


morning with tho mists of sunlight 
streaming through the south trans- 
ept windows and toning up the aus- 
tere simplicity of the gray arches. 
Sir Henry Irving was a. great stage 
manager 
who had gone 
beyond 


Oarrlck In devising decorative sot- 
tings for masterpieces of tbe drama, 
but- never had he contrived anything 
approaching In impreeslveaess and 
grandeur the scenic effect of this 
funeral service in the Abbey. 


Irving was the sixth actor to re- 


ceive the honor of burial In the Ab- 
bey Itself. Mrs. Oldfleld, Mrs. Brace- 
girdle's rival In comedy. Instead ot 
being shut out of the sanctuary, aa 
I am afraid I stated carelessly In a 
previous letter, was buried there 
with unwonted pomp in the south 
aisle of the nave. 
In addition to 


Garrlck and Mrs. Oldfield, three ac- 
tors of minor importance were In- 
terred 
there. 
One was 
Barton 


Booth, a Westminster boy, who had 
played the part of the ghost In 
"Hamlet" and had achieved success 
as Cato. 
Mrs. Hannah Pritcbard 


was burled there eleven years before 
Garrick's death, and John Hender- 
son, a tragedian and comedian, six 
years after the great pageant when 
Dr. Johnson tearfully Jeft his "Da- 
vey" In tho Poet's Corner. A small 
group of actors had already been bu- 
rled In the cloisters. Garrick's rival, 
Barry, was Interred in the north 
walk of the cloisters, and his wife, 
Annie Crawford, an actress of pow- 
er In tragic parts, was subsequently 
laid to rest In the same grave. Sam- 
uel Foote had been burled In the 
west walk two years before Gar- 
rick's death. 
Near Barry's grave 


was the resting place- of Mrs. Gibber, 
Colley 
Clbber's 
daughter-in-law, 


who had sung contralto parts in 
Handel's oratorios and had 
also 


enacted Ophelia with weird fascina- 
tion. 
With Betterton, Bess Saun- 


derson and Mrs. Braceglrdle In the 
east walk, the cloisters may be said 
to be haunted with the memories of 
actors. Nearly all these actors were 
burled by torchlight, and most of 
them quietly and without pomp. As 
precedent survives, albeit in altered 
form, in Westminster, candles were 
burned all night while Irvlng's ashes 
were in St. 'Faith's Chapel, and were 
flaring before the altar during the 
Abbey service. 
The nobler tradi- 


tion of Garrick's funeral was also 
fully honored. Painters, men of let- 
ters and all the worthies of the day 
were In the Abbey when the friend 
of Dr. Johnson and of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds was buried. 
So it was 


with Irving when a grave was found 
for him beside Garrlck.

As Good As, if Xot Better Than, the 


Whole Leaf. 


History tells us that when cof- 


fee was first brought to the cities of 
western Europe the first makers of 
It were Turks. They roasted and 
ground the berries and served the 
liquor as It is served to this day, grits 
and all. We still drink coffee as we 
drank it then, with this difference, 
that we mostly omit the grits and 
drink an infusion instead of a de- 
coction. 
It was not so with tea.. 


No Chinaman was imported with the 
first pound of tea to teach, us how 
to make and drink It. 
The conse- 


quence has been that we have never 
drunk tea In the Chinese way—that 
is, as a simple infusion. 


At first, there seems to have been 


great doubt as to how to deal with 
tbe new herb. It Is even said that It 
was sometimes boiled, with salt and 
butter, and served up as a sort of 
spinach. The old phrase, "a dish of 
tea," seems to bear out this legend. 
JFinally. it came to be settled that the 
most wholesome and pleasant way to 
treat the tea leaf was to make It Into 
a kind of sweet soup, with sugar and 
milk or cream. 
I have personal 


knowledge of no country in Europe 
but one where tea Is used as In 
China—Portugal, 
which 
got 
Its 


knowledge of tea making from a 
province of China, with which, at 
that time, no other nation of Europe 
was in contact. 


It was while traveling on horse- 


back with a guide in the wilder 
parts of Portugal, away from the 
shops and inns, where we had per- 
force to make experiments in tho 
most economical use of the ounces 
of tea and coffee that we could af- 
ford to carry with us, that we hit 
upon a discovery. 
Having no milk, 


we drank our tea, as most Portu- 
guese drink theirs, as a simple infu- 
sion, steaming hot, and sweetened 
with sugar. 


I remembered to have read, I be- 


lieve in the travels of the Abbe Hue, 
that when the Chinese desire to be 
thrifty In the use of the finer and 
more expensive teas they grind tho 
leaf to powder and use less for tho 
Infusion. 
We found that tea could 


be ground In a coffee mill as easily 
as coffee; that tea made with the 
powder Is as good as or better than 
when made with tho whole leaf, and 
that tho power, as it 
naturallv 


would, goes further than the ten 
leaf."'—London Times.

He disguised 
himself as a Chinaman, for In Man- 
churia everything is done In bor- 
rowed clothing. It is a very theat- 
rical country.

obtain anything disguises himself. 
and nearly always as a Chinaman, 
which Invokes the anger of both 
armies against the Celestials. Now 
we see a clean-shaven Volkoff, wear-

This 
Is the psychological moment. In an 
Instant Volkoff has fired two shots 
with his revolver and killed two 
horsemen. 
With a third he brings 


down the officer. 
The other Japan- 


ese hesitated. 
Volkoff empties his 


revolver on the lot, jumps upon the 
officer's horse, and returns at full 
gallop toward the Russian lines. Tho 
Japanese fire upon htm, but be is 
already far off and makes good his 
escape. 
Unfortunately he is now ex- 


posed to another fire—that of his 
comrades, who do not know what to 
make of this unexpected horseman. 
Volkoff dismounts, waves his arms, 
shouts with all his strength. At last 
the firing ceases. An hour later Vol- 
koff is reporting to his general who 
presents him with the horse of tho 
officer and all its trappings.

The bullets had not spared him 
either, and the golden cross no long- 
er pointed out to the troops the sa- 
cred object of their sacrifice. Is the 
priest dead? Not yet. One minute 
passes. 
The 
cross 
glistens 
once 


more. The Jewish musicians are sup- 
porting the arms of 'the enfeebled 
Pope. They continue to support him 
until all three aro struck down. And 
during several minutes this extraor- 
dinary spectacle is beheld; Jews lift- 
ing up the Christian Pope, falling 
with him, other Jews lifting up tho 
cross itself, the rallying symbol for 
the advance. What a strong irony! 
But tho poor fellows were not going 
to embark upon a controversy about 
Christian dogmas, and they con- 
tinued to exhibit tho cross until they 
were mown down In their turn. This 
Pope 
with 
the 
unpronounceable 


name, Chtcherbakofskj, was o hero. 
But these unknown Jewish musicians 
who supported him were not less 
heroic.

THE SECOND WILLIAM PITT 


It la fitting to recall today some 


tacts concerning that staunch Eng- 
lish friend of the American colonies, 
who died exactly one hundred years 
ago,—Jan. 23, 1806. He died In har- 
ness, *s did his father, William Pitt, 
the "great commoner", also a friend 
of the colonies. 
The father was 


seized by an apoplectic stroke during 
a debate over America, and young 
Fltt was sent to his grave by anxiety 
and grief incidental to the successes 
of Napoleon in the Austerlitz cam- 
paign, of 1805. 


So rapidly did the younger Pitt 


make his way in life that at the age 
of twenty-five, while still too young 
to hold cerain high offices under the 
provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States, he was adjudged the 
greatest subject the United Kingdom 
bad produced in many generations. 


The elder Pitt was a member of the 


opposition at the time of his death, 
and the younger Pitt became an ad- 
herent of the same cause on his 
entry into Parliament in 
1780, 
In 


his maiden speech he denounced the 
war against the American colonies,— 
at that time being most 
bitterly 


waged,—as a "most accursed" 
one, 


"wicked, cruel and unnatural." 


"Conceived in injustice," 
he said, 


''its footsteps are 
marked 
with 


slaughter and devastation, while it 
meditates destruction to the miser- 
able people who are the devoted ob- 


pro- 
jects of the resentments which 
duced it." 


His theme for this outburst against 


the questionable policy of George 
HZ.,—England's foreign 
king,—was 


the battle of Guil'ford Court House, 
•where Lord Cornwallis claimed he 
won a victory over the dashing Nath- 
aniel Greene, but after which he re- 
treated, hotly pursued by the Ameri- 
can forces. 


It is worthy of note that three 


yeare before jthe elder Pitt had de- 
manded an Immediate cessation 
of 


—hostilities, maWng the famous utter- 


ance: "You can never conquer Am 
erica; I repeat it, my lords, jou can 
never conquer America:" 


It was at the close of our war for 


independence that the younger Pitt 
became England's premier, and 
was handicapped by having in the 
opposition men of such 
oratorica 


brilliancy as Fox, 
Burke, 
Sheridan 


and North. 


In the division of the 
House o 


Commons, he was defeated again and 
again. 
Supported, however, by th 


king and the people, he appealed to 
the voters and at last routed the op 
position with a loss of 160 seats in 
the House of Commons. 
Although 


he was then but twenty-five years o 
age, he was the superior of any min- 
ister of modern times in power and 
popularity. 


In spite of the opposition 
of 
his 


colleagues, he succeeded, by means of 
his 6»n eloquence and persistency, 
In carrying through a bill to mltigte 
the horrors of the slave trade. 


Though at first favoring the French 


movement for constitutional liberty, 
he was shocked by the revolting 
deed* of 
the 
revolutionist H, with 


whom right-minded people could In- 
deed have but little sympathy. Pop- 
ular presmire finally forced him into 
a war with France, and hi« military 
administration wa* not a successful 
one. for he had to combat a foe abso- 
lute In field and council. 


HI* brilliancy as a 
parliamentary 


|ea4«r, kxrweycr, held (or 
him 
the 


eoartrof of the Hovee of Commons 
It was oaljr after eighteen years a 
premier that he was finally—In 1801 
—forced to resign on the Irish qoes- 
tloa. 
, 
- 
-. 


Two years later, when Napoleon's 


ambitious designs forced England to 
break the existing peace, he was re- 
called to the leadership of the realm, 
and it was the skill of Pitt, combined 


ith the mighty financial power of 


our mother country, 
that 
brought 


about the coalition 
which 
so 
long 


balked, and at last defeated, the great 
Corsican. 


The surrender of the Austrian ar- 


my at Ulm to Napoleon in October, 
1805, is said to have given Pitt the 
shock from which he died soon af- 
ter, though the defeat ws redeemed 
the same month by Lord 
Nelson's 


wonderful victory at Trafalgar. Fol- 
lowing this, however, came the news 
of the disaster at Austerlitz. where 
fell the flower of Austria and Russia 
ed by Alexander I. and the Emperor 
Joseph, causing a relapse in Pitt's 
conditionr-which later resulted in his 
death, on the centennary of which It 
s not unfitting that the United States 
should jwourn one who was 
her 


friend^from _the very^ beginning of his 
career.

The Tokio correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times lets in the 
light. 
He 


shows that Marshal Oyama, although 
he had a reinforced army in the field, 
was not prepared to repeat his great 
victory at Mukden upon the breaking 
up of the peace conferees 
without 


drafting a treaty. Oyama would have 
been obliged to detach several divis- 
ions from his army in Manchuria if 
the government was bent on adding 
Vladivostok to its 
possessions. 
It 


would require an immense army to 
drive Linevitch back on Harbin; the 
way was long. There were several 
rivers to cross. 
The topographical 


difficulties for the 
Japanese 
were 


much greater than they had experi- 
enced. The severing of Vladivostok's 
line must have been accompanied by 
a potential advance of at least 500,000 
men.—Boston Record.

view of recent fraudulent raanipula- 
lations of stock certificates, the Phil- 
adelphia and Brie Railroad Company, 
for its own protection, as well as of 
its stockholders and those dealing in 
stock, desires to call in all 
certifi- 


cates of its stock bearing date prior 
to January 1, 1906, and fo issue in 
lieu thereof its new form of certifi- 
cates; that is, for the 100-share de- 
nomination, a certificate upon which 
the number of shares is printed in 
words in the body thereof, and 
in 


figures m the upper right hand corn- 
er, and for denominations of less than 
one hundred shares, a certificate with 
a marginal numeral protective sys- 
tem ."—Railway World.

Ice Cream Cutter. 


It is often desirable to cut up large 


bricks or blocks of ice cream into 
smaller cakes or blocks of equal 
thickness. Generally this is accom- 
plished with a knife, of course, each 
cake being cut separately. In the il- 
lustration beiow is shown an ice 
cream cutter, which will cut up a 
block of Ice cream into many small 
cakes at one operation. The body of 
this device Is of cylindrical form and 
open at both ends, the body having 
preferably two walls to render it 
strong.

An attitude which does this at 


tliC same* time increases the sire of 
the hips by putting upon them th« 
weight that is intended for the spine. 
When sitting properly muscles about 
the hips do not begin to do as -much 
work as when bad poise affects them. 


Sitting correctly is a matter of 


habit more than anything else and 
one to be cultivated. It consists in 
being so far back in a chair that the 
lower part of the spine Is supported. 
But the support ceases there; tho 
rest must be done by the spine itself.1 
If the back at the shoulders rests 
against tbe chair back the pose is 
Vvrong unless the chair has been spe- 
cially built to fit the individual. If 
the spine so high Is thrown back It 
will cause the abdomen to project. 
The shoulders, of course, are to be 
well thrown back, but not stiffly. An 
attitude such as this keeps the body 
correctly and naturally poised to 
hold its own weight, and the figure 
will cot then be out of shape.

They adopt the child that has 
been deserted, and they feed the next 
door neighbor though they have lit- 
tle themselves. Their hospitality Is 
sometimes almost too overflowing. 
"Five frens' jus' come up f'om do 
Souf." one woman said to me In ex- 
cusing the disorderly appearance of 
her five rooms. 
Her regular family 


consisted of nine. 


"The standard of manners among 


the colored people," Miss Ovington 
continue?, "is high for Xe\v York. 
This may be because the negro is not 
a New Yorker, but a Southerner. The 
pleasnnt voice and courteous ways of 
his old. home remain with him. 
Neighbors who are friendly with 
them say that the children are usu- 
ally well behaved 


"When breakfast or dinner comes 


on yo j will always find the table 
sot," m\s Miss Ovington. "The tene- 
ment meal, eaten out of a paper bag 
without the setting of the table or 
the gathering together of the fam- 
ily, is ur.nsual In the colored dis- 
trict. In the most modest homes a 
meal carries with It the air of a so- 
cial function; the mother uses many 
dishes, though she must take the 
time from her laundry work to wash 
them." 


In conclusion Miss Ovington says 


that the best class of negro homes. 
which she takes as the measure of 
the race, is increasing and is an hon- 
or to the Commonwealth.

Caramel is used to 
color cider, viiiu^ar and whisky with 
the unnatural t: it the public thinks 
!s best.

There are 11.250 women and girls 


in the Federal departments, of whom 
6,r,C3. sonsewhpt more than half,- re- 
ceive less than $720 a year. Of this 
number 2.000 ars In the Post Office 
se-rvicf, 1,150 in the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, 1,000 in the 
Indian service, 650 in the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, 209 in the War 
Department. 950 ia the Pension Of- 
fice, 86 in tbe Xavy Department, 797 
in the Department of Agriculture 
and 19 In the Department of Stated 


Less than 10 per cent, of the Fed- 


eral employes are women, and a 
great majority of them hold minor 
positions at small pay. An ontcry 
was made after the close of the Civil 
War by those who feared that by the 
employment of women and girls men 
were deprived of a fair chance of 
livelihood in Washington, but the 
fact is that the number of men has 
increased very much more largely 
than the number of women in Fed- 
eral departments. during the last 
twenty-five years.
